Leaving Green Kiver City we cross an alka­ 
line plateau oi one mue in length to tbe point where 
the brackish, saity waters ol Bitter Creek interaect. 
t rout this point down the rt ver tor a diatance oi nme 
miles the river forms one of the most beauuful tana- 
scape scenes in the world. Below tbia pouit the 
aiream enters a narrow pasa where tbe rocks llH 
their sombre heads bundreda of feet in the air. A 
few miles furtner and booth Bitter creek wends Its

than more of those towering rocks aie paasod. Tbta 
appears to be the nature of the country until we 
reach the mouth of Biack Fork, just seventy mliea 
by water belOA our starung point, but only iwouiy- 
flve by land. At Henry’s Fork, twenty-five miles 
further on, the scenery is more rugged. Buuth's 
Pork and several otuer small tnbutaries empty at 
thia point, and a wagon road cow across tbe country 
to Port Bridger. Twenty uules further aud we enter 
Brown’s Hole, a deep ten mUe valley of the Green 
river and iuraey creek. Here we find more of Uie 
rock-Bided walls, ibelr height often reaching an alti­ 
tude of 600 feet, While Hie stream narrows down to 
100 leet in width aud rushes through the gap with 
terrible rapidity. The bed Is fi led with huge 
boulders lallen from tbe tops, whica almost meet 
at cerutn points, formed of a kind of saud- 
aiooe, impregnated with aikali and porous In Its 
nature, lu lue winter It freezes, cracas open and 
drops into the water below. 
At us mouth the 
nver enters UeU’s Gate. " l>eath’s Door” would „ 
equally as appropriate for this place, and on the 
wails at the enirauce should be out in ueep letters, 
‘■He Who enters here leaves hope bemud.” I'be 
noise caused by the rushing, seething waters is 
almost deafenmg. and the very slgnt alone enough 
to shake tue stoutest heart as it cunicmplates a de­ 
scent of the dangeroua pass. A falls twelve feet in 
neigbt first meeu the eye aud sends an involuntary 
shudder through me frame. No boat ever omit 
could possibly pass over these falls witbout being 
shattered to atoms. With the Dare posaibility that 
an attempt would be successnii, four or five mure 
falls would also have to be passed, wuiie the chaauel 
between them Is a roaring, rock-sided cauidrou of 
Whirlpools and rapids, with mímense stones, reanu" 
flerce-looking, sharp-pouited heads ihreateuingi.

Below Hell’s 
Gate the river widens, but is siUl very rapid, with 
one, two, three aud four leei falis every lew miles, 
uniU we reach ihe mouth of Bear river, twenty 
miles below. For the twenty miles following the 
rapids are not so bad, yet dangerous enough. T^- 
next five miles, however, are quite as oau, and 
some places worse thau Brown’s Hole. Here wp ( 
counter tuteen miles of tbe toweniqr rocky sides 
again.

The exploration was conducted nmlfr the iuspicca 
of the .Normal aud Wesleyan UmversUies ol Hioom- 
ingtoD.

The outfit was fuivilshed by the Iasi named institu­

D R . HAYES^ EX PEO ITiOY 
TO C R E C Y L ilD . 


Tne fullowing letter was written by Dr. Hayes jnst 
previous to his dcpartnre from St. Johns, N. P., on 
his expedition to tbe Northern regions:— 
St. Johns, N. F., June 22, 188». 
The Panther is now coaling, and win be ready for 
sea on Saturday. She has any amount of ’iron 
wood” sheathing on her sides, and Iron on her cut­ 
water, and dead wood In her eyes, and everything 
else In the wood and Iron way to make Ice a m atter 
of no son ot consequence to her. She is a bark wltb 
a full spread ot canvaa, and In the good old way, 
with screw lUted. She makea ten knots the hour, 
and, under sail alone, she makes eight knots. She 
measures over three hundred tons and carries four 
hundred tons ot coal, which is good for fifty days’ 
steaming; and since we shall not be out over three 
months, and will rarely if ever work under a full 
head of steam, and will often use none at all, we 
want for noUimg more m tne steam way, or in any 
other way that 1 can see. And this ts the craft (Cap- 
tam Bartiett, master) which we have chartered, and 
tn which we are to sail on oar lltue summer trip to 
Greenland, partly lorpleasure, partly for health and 
partly for business. Tne voyuge. If a little novel, Is 
not dangerons. and in tbe Panther It must of neces- 
Btry be comfoitable. 
The indefatigable zeal and 
energy of Mr. Bradfom have left nothing unsnpplled 
In the commissary way. As tor destlaation, we go 
everywnere on the Greenlanl coast that we can get.

Popular I'pheavtoga in 
Eorope—The 


areae o f R eform . 


Since 1843-49 we have bad no situation in 
Europe at all resembling that which now 
exists. 
Then, perhaps, the popular upris­ 
ing was more violent and more nearly simul­ 
taneous. 
If at this time there has been less of 
what we should call unity of effort, and less of 
immediate and irresistible force, it m ust be 
admitted that now the popular discontent is 
quite as general, and that the expression of 
this discontent, if less violent, is quite as de­ 
cided as well as more continuous and more 
successful. 
The 1843 outburst was a failure. 
The popular uprisings of these last two or 
ihreo years have ail been more or less success­ 
ful. 
The British people have demanded two 
great reforms. 
One has been obtained. 
The 
other is on the point of being achieved. 
The 
Reform bill carried under Mr. Disraeli and the 
e.xtinction of the Irish Church Establishment 
under Mr. Gladstone have given ample proof 
to the world that in 
England the people 
are now masters of the situation. 
The resur­ 
rection and reconstniction of Italy, the resur­ 
rection and reconstruction of Germany, the 
revolutions which have been accomplished in 
Austria and in Spain, the reforms now being 
inaugurated in France, not to speak of the 
changes in favor of the people which have 
taken place in Russia and in Turkey, show 
that the European Continent, from some cause 
or causes, has entered upon a new ora less in 
the interest of ab.solutism and more in favor of 
popular rights. 
It would not be uninteresting to enter into a 
full explanation of these changes, to show bow 
tyrannies and privileges are everywhere yield­ 
ing to justice and in favor of popular rights ; 
but a full explanation is not compatible with 
our present purpose. 
This la the leas to be 
regretted that a satisfactory explanation is 
visible and lies on the surface of things. 
The 
secret of the success of all recent popular de­ 
mands is to be found in the telegraph, the 
railroad, the printing press, and particularly iu 
the newspaper. 
Formerly it was difficult to get up on any 
question a common and vigorous public senti­ 
ment. 
In thé olden times nations might 
struggle for months and even years and the 
world would be ignorant of the fact. 
This 
was not more true of nations in regard to each 
other than it was true of one section of a 
country towards every other section. 
A com­ 
mon sentiment could not be created cxcepfrby 
years of effort, and hence a powerful public 
sentiment was next to impossible. 
Now all 
is changed. 
Not hing is more easy now than 
to thrill the world with a thought. 
Steam, 
electricity, the printing press have destroyed 
all the ancient barriers, have spanned the 
deep valleys, pierced the everlasti ng hills, 
bridged tbe mighty wastes of w aters— have, in 
fact, in tba language of ancient prophecy, 
"made the crooked places atraight and the 
rough place.? plain"—and thus made the world 
a unit and brought every man close to the ear 
ol every oth* r. 
If a great thought now finds 
expression the world hears if. 
If a great 
action is conlemplaU'd sections and nations 
can move n one man.

The first blow dealt to the Shylocks 
was a purchase by the Secretary of three 
millions of bonds one day last week. 
They 
were inclined to think this was only a piece of 
bravado o n 'h is part, and went to work tight­ 
ening money again. 
But he repeated the blow 
yesterday, much to their consternation and 
confusion, by purchasing still another three 
millions of bonds. 
The money thus added to 
that in circulation is producing tbe needed re­ 
laxation of the money m arket. 
Secretary Boutwell is only repeating suc­ 
cessfully a piece of strategy which he em­ 
ployed equally successfully against the gold 
gamblers last spring. 
When the speculators 
ran up the premium on the Importing mer­ 
chants and others having an Immediate want 
for gold he supplied the m arket from the 
Treasury and put tbe price down again. 
Now 
that the Shylocks have locked up and made 
scarce the greenbacks, which nre the founda­ 
tion of banking operations and thus the main­ 
stay of mercantile operations, he is beginning 
to turn out his currency balance, which, 
owing to the payments of income taxes at 
this season, is phlethorlc. 
Secretary Bout- 
well will make his administration by thus 
taking the side of the mercliants and the pub­ 
lic against 
tbe 
gold 
gamblers 
and 
the 
Shylocks.

The governmental crisis which has been in­ 
augurated in France by the Parliamentary ac-' 
tion of the legislative opposition against the 
executive tendencies of Napoleon intensifies 
hourly, and becomes infinitely more serious as 
it progresses.

Ministerial responsibility is de­ 
manded and imperialism compelled to “ par­ 
ley” with the legionaries of the advance guard 
of constítutional freedom in France. 
In the 
fruition, as it may be termed, of his youthful 
dream of the force and grandeur of the ‘ ‘one- 
man power,” Bonaparte really experiences the 
solitariness of tbe situation.

M ore Horror» o f the MiddU 
P aasase. 


The appalling ontrages that occurred on board 
the Jam es Foster, Jr., are yet fresh in the 
memory, and again we are shocked by an ac­ 
count of the treatm ent experienced by immi­ 
grants on board the A lexander Marshall. 
It 
is true that the blame this time is laid upon 
the ship’s servants, and the account mentions 
that the captain, tho officers and the doctor 
were kind. 
This is very well as far as it 
goes; but considering that those officers, espe­ 
cially the captain and tbe doctor, are the most 
responsible parties on board of an emigrant 
ship, the responsibility falls back directly upon 
them. 
The case of the A lexander Marshall, 
If the account handed to us is correct, has the 
look of forced contributions levied from the 
poor Immigrants by the parties whose duty it 
is to see that the government regulations are 
dnly complied with, and it behooves the cap­ 
tain and doctor especially to see that they are 
properly carried out, and these officers are 
liable for any infringement that may be made 
by the cooks or stew ards to tbe detriment of 
the passengers. 
The m atter of good food, 
properly prepared, on board of an emigrant 
ship, is the most im portant feature— tbe more 
80 when delicate women and children aro in the 
case. 
Considering the great impulse that has 
been given to immigration and the Indnoe- 
menls that have been held out for foreigners 
to come to this country, it becomes the bounden 
duty of the authorities to look after and pre­ 
vent the repetition of such cruelties and bad 
treatment. 
The horrors of tho old slave 
trade, so ably commented on by poets and 
philanthropists, fall into the shade before these 
emigrant ship cruelties recently brought before 
the notice of the public. 
It is to be hoped that

Reports de­ 
tailing how the affairs of this institution are 
conducted have fouad due prominence iu the 
columns of this journal, and to judge from the 
expoB(‘s which have been made we foci in­ 
clined to the opinion that the practice pursued 
in reference to the treatm ent of prisoners in­ 
carcerated there is far different from what 
should exist under a proper administration of 
prison rules. 
As the management of this es­ 
tablishment rests wholly with the prison in­ 
spectors of tlie State they are responsible for 
the loose manner in which the business of the 
institution is conducted. 
It is no uncommon 
thing to find that individuals who have been 
condemned to a term of imprisonment within 
the walls of this prison are permitted to 
visit, whenever the keepers may consent, tbe 
village in tbe immediate vicinity—roam at 
large, as it were, and to all intents and pur­ 
poses, for the time being at least, a^t as free 
as those who liave never been brought within 
tbe pale of the law for transgressing any of its 
provisions. 
That this state of tilings exists we 
are credibly informed, and it reflects severely 
on the management of the institution. 
Why, 
prison life under such circumstances is a farce, 
the law a burlesque, and the incarceration 
of criminals under such a rule a miserable 
mockery. 
The people of this city are under 
the impression that, once a prisoner is con­ 
demned by a legal tribunal for the offences 
with which he is charged, and “ sent up” to 
spend a specified term of months or years, 
as the cqpe may be, under no circumstances 
should he be permitted to leave his prison, 
unless by an order of a court of competent 
jurisdiction, the pardon of the Governor, or 
when his term of imprisonment has expired. 
These and only these are the conditions of his 
release. 
Yet how loosely are the legitimate 
expectations of the people carried out. 
That 
prisoners are allowed too much liberty and 
that the employe’s of our prisons are lax in 
their duties we are oompelled to admit. 
Jqst 
fancy a number of prisoners taking poaaosslon 
of a vessel and attempting to escape under a 
proper system of discipline; or Imagine the 
same class of people committing or attempting 
to commit ontrages outside their prison walls. 
If ordinary prison rules were observed. 
Why, 
these things would be impossible. 
It is not 
our intention to prge severity, but to claim 
justice—justice to honest people by the proper 
treatm ent of prisoners according to the require­ 
ments of the law during their term of service. 
Only this and nothing more. 


T h e C a lif o r n ia D e m o o rao y o n t h e N e­ 
g ro e s AND C h in e s e .—The democrats of Cali­ 
fornia, at their late State Convention, resolved 
to rely upon “ the white people of the country 
to administer and control their government, 
without the aid of either negroes or Chinese,” 
and that the subjection to the negroes in our 
Southern States of the whites, and the disR-an- 
chisement of tbe whites “ and the denial to

TERRIBLE TRABEDT. 


An Insane Woman Kills Her Mother-ln- 
Law with an Axe. 


A terrible trageity, which canaed great excitc- 
meut, occurred last aigbt, about half-past eight 
o’clock, in tne house of Mr. George B. Dean, No. 34 J 
Wfeet Thirteenth street. 
Mrs. RoMUina Desn as­ 
saulted and almost Instaatiy killed her husoand’s 
mother, Mrs. Susan U m eraux, while laboring under 
an attack of Insanity. Hhortly after eight o’clock 
Mrs. Dean, who had been acting and 
talking 
rather 
straugcly 
during 
the 
day, 
went 
up 
stairs 
as 
if 
going 
to 
the 
bathroom, 
and 
did 
not 
return 
for 
some 
time. 
When she 
came down again to where the family were sitting 
la the basement she spoke to a gentlem an named 
Davis and told him to go up stairs and see what she 
had done. Mr. Davis Immediately got np from his 
seat, but before be could ascend the stairs two of Mr. 
Dean’s children ran before him up to their grand­ 
m other’s (Mrs. Lam eraux’s) room, on the third floor. 
They found her lymg on a lounge at tho side 
of the room, apparently Insensible. 
Running down 
stairs agstn, they gave the alarm, when several per­ 
sons ascended the stairs and entered the room where 
Mrs. Lameraux was lying- They found, to tlielr un­ 
speakable horror, that the old lady was in a dying 
condltloo. her pulse beating very slowly. A physi­ 
cian was seitt ror on the instant, but by the time he 
arrived life was almost extlncL At the first glance 
It sheraed that she had suffered no violence, no blood 
or wounds bcmg visible. 
A closer exam luation. 
however, revealed the fact that she had sustained 
several severe blows 
with 
a blunt m strum ent 
on the left breast 
aud 
ahoulders, 
and that 
a 
blow 
heavier 
thau 
the 
others 
left 
s 
large dark m ark over her collar bone. Before anv- 
thiug couU t>e done for her relief or any theory of 
the cause of her perilous condlUon could be formed 
in the minds of the spectators she expired without 
uttering a word. 
Word was sent to the Ninth precinct station to 
Captain Washoourne, who immediately seutottlcers 
to take charge of the premises and arrest aU whom 
It lulght be considered were concerned in the 
tragedy. The officers fonnd the old laily on the 
lounge, as described, and making Inquiries arrived 
at the conclusion that the deed of horror must have 
been committed by Mrs. Dean, aud accordingly ar­ 
rested her and brought her to the station. She was 
accompanied by her son. eldest daughter and hus­ 
band. on entering the captain’s private room, 
where

representatives • of the 
press 
and 
other 
genUemen 
mierested 
were 
already assembled, 
she 
did 
not 
betray any 
alarm , or seem to realize In any m anner what she 
had done. She was dressed very plainly, and her 
face wore an expression of extrem e dejection, but 
not that sadness which is born of an evil conscience. 
She did not notice any one In the room, and gave 
utterance to no expressions ot surprise at being 
suddenly confronted by sncb a num ber of strangers. 
She seemed to be about forty-five years of age. 
From tbe harried statem ent ol Mr. Dean, hia son, 
and tbe police omcers, it transpired that Mrs. Desn 
had been laboring under lusanlty for the past six or 
seven years; that during that penod she hsd. at 
intervals, exceeaingly bad speils, during which 
she 
gave 
vent to 
strange 
opinions 
respect­ 
ing 
the 
conduct 
of Mr. 
Dean 
toward 
his 
children, whom she seemed 
to 
think he in­ 
tended to wrong oat of their property, and that 
at a late period, about fonr months ag o , she threat­ 
ened to deatroy herself with a rusty razor aue had 
kept concealed in a draw er in her room. MGien her 
insanity seemed to be at its height, some three 
m onths since, the physician who was caUed in to 
attend to her case warned the family that if ever she 
was visited by a similar attack she would have to be 
sent to the Insane Asylum. For the last three or 
four days her condition was the cause of considoraole 
anxiety, but no apprehension was felt that she 
would commit any violent set. She went out in tbe 
morning. It is said, to visit a station house—with 
what object could not be ascertained—and when on 
■ asked on her return her business abroad re­ 
ly, ana seemed much suuoyed at being 
questlouod. From the tune she rcturued from her 
walk 
until tho discovery of the terrible deed 
she had apeut the most of her time below stairs. No 
one can tell what sudden Impulse Impelled her to 
go ub stairs and sacrifice tne aged lady in the man­ 
ner described. 
After being brought to the station house dllllgent 
search was made lor the axe with which the 
murderous deed was supposed to have been accom- 
plU het,|and it was dlscoverod ultimately lu the 
lower part of tbe bouse. 
It bore no marks on the 
blade or heao. The body of the murdered lady, who, 
It should have oeeu stated, was seventy years uf age 
and very decrepid, was laid on a bed in the m ean­ 
time and an officer was assigned to watch It until 
the inquest, which wUl be held thts mornuig, takes 
place. 
Mr. tJeorge B. Dean, the sou of the murdered lady, 
was formerly captain of the watch m the Custom 
House, and for some years past has been engaged 
m the business of carter for several government 
warehouses. 
His family is quite respectable, au'l 
much symiiathy Isexpressol by their many Inentls. 
uiiioiig wiDim this terrible event lisa caused intense 
excite.iiont.

It wt£s designed lor sclea- 
tiflo purposes, and consisted of twentv-flve persons 
The exploration was conducted tiuaer the auspices 
or the Normal and wesleyun Universities ol Bioom-

Popular Uphenvinss In Esrope—Tha Pro- 


gress of Reform. 


Since 1848-49 we have bad no situation in 


Europe at all resembling that which now 
exists. 
Then, perhaps, the popular upris- 


ing wag more violent and more nearly simul- 
taneous. If at this time there has been less of 
what we should call unity of effort, and less of 
immediate and irresistible force, it must be 
admitted that now the popular discontent is 
quite as general, and that the expression of 
this discontent, if Jess violent, is quite as de- 
cided as well as more continuous and mare 
successful. The 184S outburst waa a failure. 
The popular uprisings of these last two or 
three years have all been more or less success- 
ful. 
The British people have demanded two 


great reforms. One has been obtained. 
The 


other is on the point of being achieved. The 
Reform bill carried under Mr. Disraeli and the 
extinction of the Irish Church Establishment 
under Mr. Gladstone have given ample proof 
to the world that in England the people 
are now masters of tlie situation. The resur- 
rection and reconstruction of Italy, the resur- 
rection and reconstruction of Germany, the 
revolutions which have been accomplished in 
Austria and in Spain, the reforms now baing j 
inaugurated in France, not to speak of the 
changes in favor of the people which have*) 
taken place la Eussia and in Turkey, show- 
that the European Continent, from some cause' 
or causes, ha^ entered upon a new era less in 
the interest, of absolutism and more in favor of 
popular rights. 


It would not be uninteresting to enter into a 


full explanation of these changes, to show how 
tyrannies and privileges are everywhere yield- 
ing to justice and in favor of popular rights ; 
but a full explanation is not compatible with 
our present purpose. 
Thia is th« less to be 


regretted that a satisfactory explanation ia 
visible and lies on the surface of things. The 
secret of the success of &11 recent papular de- 
mands is to be found ia the telegraph, the 
railroad, the printing press, and paikcuUrly in 
the newspaper. 


Formerly it was difficult to get up on any 


question a common and vigorous public senti- 
ment. 
In the olden times nations might 


straggle for months and even years and the 
world would be ignorant of the fact. 
This 


was not more true of nations in regard (o each 
other than it was true of one section of a 
country towards every other section. A com- 
mon sentiment could not be created except by 
years of effort, and hence a powerful public 
sentiment was next to impossible. 
Now all 


is changed. Not hing is more easy now than 
to thrill tire world with a thought. 
Steam, 


electricity, the printing press have destroyed 
all the ancient barriers, have spanned the 
deep valleys, pierced the everlasting hills, 
bridged the mighty wastes of waters—have, in 
fact, in ths language of ancient prophecy, 
''made the crooked places straight and the 
rough places plain"—and thus made the world 
a unit and brought every man close to the ear 
of every other. If a great thought now finds 
expression the world hears it. 
If a great 


action is contemplated sections and nations 
can move as one man. 


The 
success 
of 
recent popular out- 


bursts finds a secondary explanation in 
the extraordinary success of popular gov- 
ernment in the United States. It is some- 
thing to be taught what to do. It is some- 
thing to have tha mechanical appliances put 
into one's hand to give the lessons received a 
practical shape. It is another and a more 
important thing to have set before one a living, 
powerful, compelling example. Such example 
the United States now exhibits to the world. 
Time was when the republic was despised. 
Later, and before the civil war broke out, it 
was regarded as an experiment. During the 
war it was pronounced a failure. 
Since the 


war it has universally been pronounced an 
unquestioned, a complete success.

people we have passed through an ordeal of

During the ten or twelve days preceding 


yesterday the Shylocks of Wall street had 
been feasting on the necessities of those who 
were compelled to be borrowers of money. 
All sorts of extravagant rates of interest were 
paid, in some instances as high as one hundred 
and eighty per cent per annum. 
Of course 


such a state of things would eventually lead 
to mercantile bankruptcy and ruin; for, while 
the gamblers of "Wall street may venture to 
pay such figures, they are fatal to ordinary 
business. The first blow dealt to the Shylocks 
was a purchase by the Secretary of three 
millions of bonds one day last week. 
They

properly carried out, and these officers arc 
liable for any infringement that may be made 
by the cooks or stewards to the detriment of 
the passengers. The matter of good food, 
properly prepared, on board of an emigrant 
ship, is the most important fealure — the more 
so when delicate women uud children are in the 
case. Considering the great impulse that has 
been given to immigration and the induce- 
ments that have been held out for forcigncis 
to cotae to this country, it becomes the bounden 
duty of the authorities to look after and pre- 
vent the repetition of such cruellies and bad 
treatment. 
The horrors of the old slave

FRANCE. 


The Onvermental Crisis—Demands of the Op- 


position—M. Kouhcr's Position—The Empe- 
ror Qiiietly Watching the Coarse of Events. 


PARIS, July 9,1869. 


The govermental crisis in France increases in in- 


tensity. The members of the constitutional opposi- 
tion in the Corps Legislator declare as their ultima- 
tum that nothing short of the retirement or M. Rouner 
will satisfy them, toe Emperor desires his retirement, 
bat hesitates to dismiss him on account of tlio Min- 
.Jster's devotion and ability in discharging the autles 
or his position. M. Routier's failure to comply with 
the evident wish of tuo Emperor is severely cri 
tlclsed. 


Yesterday the proprietor of one of the leading 


journals said:—"M. Eonher, your time has come— 
leave—decamp—clear out!'? 


"I know it," answered the Minister, "but mr wife 


won't resign," whicii is literally true, as Madame 
objects to give np palace honors. The Emperor will 
wait meantime till this little domestic trouble 'is 
settled.

T|JO Report of the Committee on tho Irish 


Church Kill 
Received in the 
Honge of 


Ijorda. 


LONDON, July 9—Midnight. 


In the House of Lords to-'night the IrisU Church 


bill came up for report from the committee. 


Oa motion of Lord Cairns the date "1st of May, 


187:," was substituted for tue "1st of January, 1872," 
throughout the bill. 


Lord Hedesdale moved an amendment that tho 


representatives of the Irish Church, and the Catholic 
synod in cases of vacant bishoprics, nominate three 
persons for the crown to select from and that the 
crown be empowered to summon one archbishop 
and two bishops from each Church Co sit in Parlia- 
ment. 


The Earl of Granard protested on the part of the 


Catholics against the amendment, which he declared 
was utterly inadmissible, and It was withdrawn. 


The Marquis of Clanricarde moved that clause 28, 


giving power to convey additional lana to the 
Church body, be restored to its original form. He 
said the clause as now amended revived Protestant 
ascendancy in its most hateful form, giving glebe 
lands to the Church body, but refusing them to 
Catholics and Presbyterians. It was certain that the 
government and the Honse of Commons would never 
sanction the amended clause. 


The Marquis of Salisbury replied that in moving 


the amendment he contemplated similar grants to 
the Catholics and Presbyterians according to Mr. 
Bright's original proposal, which Mr. Gladstone had 
endorsed; but he thought that the retention of their 
own glebes by the Irish Church was not unfair. 


After further discussion the Ban of Denbigh an- 


nounced that the Catholics had decided not to accept 
glebe lands or residences. 


The Marquis of Clanricarde's motion to restore 


clause 28 was lost by a vote of 40 to 91. 


The amendment embracing the proposal of Earl 


Granville to pay half a million sterling in money 
instead of handing over private endowments created 
before 1680, was agreed to. 


The report was then received. 
The Earl of Clancarty gave notice that when the 


bill came up for third reading he should move a 
postponement of the reading for three mouths.

most imprudent. Another reason for declining dis- 
cussion is a due regard for national dignity,

government on these questions; public opinion is 
unanimous on this point. The late treaty was vir- 
tually American; for • it was made, altered and re- 
altered by Seward and Johnson. It was rejected as 
much through party antipathies as from any dis- 
content with its provisions. It was probably fore- 
doomed, and whatever its provisions might have 
been in all likelihood would have met the same fate. 
England is ready to listen to any proposals 
from America; but to display a desire to receive 
them favorably would tend to increase, not lessen, 
the demands'. When Mr. Motley considers the reel- 
ing of America is such that a treaty consistent with 
the Iior.or of England will satisfy Americans, he 
may address the government for a renewal of netro- 
tiattons. Only such a treaty will have a chance of 
acceptance. Nothing more is desired than to live in 
peace and good will with a Kindred nation; but now- 
less disposition exists to sacrifice the interests and 
dignity of tne country to any unjust pretensions. The 
public will not approve any eagerness to negotiate, 
which, seems to forbade weakness when necotia- 
tion conies. The prevalence of more moderate 
views in America 13 gratifying. It is to be hoped 
that the question ol the Queen's neutrality procla- 
mation, which has dropped out of sight, will be 
tacitly abandoned. This favorable Changs Is owing 
to the discovery tim England will not concede be- 
yond a certain point; and this resolution is not likely 
to be shaken. 


The star is glad that the Alabama discussion has 


been postponed. American resentment against Eng- 
land is likely to become weaker, and her desire to 
reduce tho burden of public debt stranger.

Estimates of Expenses—Civil I.H.W He-estab-

HAVANA, July 9,1889. 


The government estimates tue expenditures for 


July at 32,000,000, distributed as follows:—War, 
$500,000; Navy, $200,000; Interior, $750,000; Edu- 
cation, $11,000; Miscellaneous, S-350,000. The gov- 
ernment has embargoed up to date 540 estates, of 
wnich twenty have produced 575,009 for the State. 
The rest are in a stale of liquidation.

In aa Interview with one of your correspondents 


In Richmond, yesterday. General Canby stated that 
as far as he had heard the election In this State was 
one of ihe fairest that ever occurred. The measures 
instituted by him for the preservation of the peace 
were sacu as to admit of 
no disturbance, 


and lie was exceedingly gratified at the man- 
ner in which tiie election passed off. He stated 
that under the reconstruction acts, there being now 
no perpetual session of Congress, Governor walker 
could not take bis seat until the constitution was 
accepted by Congress; that Grant's policy was tri- 
umphant tu Virginia was a matter of congratu- 
lation to toe entire country, and the General un- 
doubtedly felt happy in effecting the permanent 
reconstruction of the State. Grant's instructions to 
him were to "reconstruct Virginia," and General 
Canby lias fought it out on Grant's own line without 
talcing "all summer," Governor Walker has been 
quietly receivine the congratulations of bis friends 
at the Exchange Uotel, in Richmond, to-day. Num- 
berless bouquets, beautiful ta their maKe-up, nave 
been sent him by the ladies of the city, and the 
enthusiasm created over him stilt continues. 
The telegraphic announcement that the President 
expressed his satisfaction with ths result of the 
election in Virginia was received with evident de- 
light in Richmond. The more friendly tone of the 
radical press has also contributed to the general 
CBeerfuluess. Tne people say they are ti-ed of strife 
and eager to get back into the 0nion on the basis of 
tne Reconstruction acts in good faith. Mr. Daniels' 
telecram to Grant was an expression of the senti- 
ments of the people. A careful count to-night of 
the Legislature indicates:—Senate, 31 white liberals. 
5 while radicals and 4 blact. House of Delegates— 
97 white liberals and 3 colored, 33 white radicals and 
11 colored. Eighty-four counties give Walker 23,000 
majority.

GETTYSBURG, July 0-, i860.

Resolved, That the Battlefleld Memorial Association, hav- 
ng accomplished its first purpose^ by securing the tenure of 
Uf the more important portions of tbe batUe-pround, and 
hag preventing a change in the physical aspect of tbe field, 
will now proceed with the next purpose of its organization— 
ne indicating of the field with plain but eaduriaii memorials, 
conilructed irom the granite of its hills. 


Resolved, That the indicating of the more prominent events 
of the three days" struggles, with the positions of the forces, 
corps, divisions and brigades, by permanent memorials, 
making the field of battle its own interpreter, is the best 
method of recording and perpetuating the history of the bat- 
tle in its simple truth, and of furnishing a practical illustra- 
tion in study of the art of war, thus popolaminw and. afford- 
ing alike to the citizen and foreign visitor a ready acquaint- 
ance with this battle, whloh, perhaps, better than any other, 
illustrates the greatest waged battle oF'the century.

It measures forty-nine feet long, eighteen 
inches wide, six and a half Inches deep on the ends, 
and twelve inches deep in- the cockpit. It is con- 
structed of Spanish cedar aa eighth of an Inch thtek, 
and altoaether Is a sterling- piece of workmanship. 
The other boat, which has been boxed and shipped 
on board the Ctty of Pans, will be used for practice, 
and it is intended that the one built by Elliot will, if 
possible, be the instrument of victory. The crew- 
arrived at Greenpoint, yesterday morning and pro- 
ceeded to try the boat. Some delay occurred to 
getting ready, but finally, towards one o'clock; the 
men prepared for the- test in Newtown creek. Never 
did oarsmen present a more healthy, vigorous and 
determined form. To be sure there was a little 
plumpness observable on some of the crew, which 
will be got rid of on the other side; but on the whole 
they looked promising in the extreme. Away taey 
dashed, flrst perhaps a little tenderly; but finding 
the boat extremely obedient the flrm and sinewy 
muscles of the crew were brought into active requi- 
sition. The new boac scadded alone in excellent 
style In presence of three or four hundred spectators, 
who were bat too anxious to behold the performance 
of the crew. The test was aa admirable one, and 
after a slashing pull for about fifteen minutes the 
crew returned, expressing themselves highly de- 
lighted.

most satisfactorily, not only as regards the boat 
itself, but likewise in respect to the crew, who rowed 
much better thaa on the day preceding. It was evi- 
dent, however, that they did not '-let themselves 
out," to use the expression, but merely intended to 
try their new boat in as simple a manner as possible.

Mr, Davis immediately got up froLi &is 
seat; but before he could ascend the stairs two or' *fr- 
Dfeaa'a children ran befjjre him up to their uravid- 
niotUer's (Sirs. Lameraus's) room, on the Hard floo'*. 
They found Ser lying oo a lounge at the side» 
of the room, apparently insensible. Running down . 
stairs again, they- gave the alarm, wJien several per- 
sons ascended the-stalrs and entered the room where 
Mrs. Larceraux was lying. They rouadv to their un- 
speakable horror, Suat the oM' lady was in a dying 
condition, her pulse:beat!ng vary slowly. A physi- 
cian, was seat for on ffie instanS,- but by tfce time he 
arrived life was ahnoM extinct.

Captain Wash-bourne, who tmmeoiateiy sent officers 
to take eaarge-of the premises and arrest all whom 
it might be considered 'were concerned' in the 
tragedy. The officers found the old- lady on- the 
lounge, as described, and- making inquiries arrived 
at the conclusion that the deed of horror must nave 
been committed by Mrs. Dean, and accordingly ar- 
rested her and brought her to the station. She was 
accompanied by her son. eldest daughter and hus- 
band. On. entering the captain's orivate room, 
where Justice 
Dodge, 
representatives of the 
press and other 
gentlemen interested were 
already assembled, she. did 
not betray any 
alarm, or seem to realize in any manner what she; 
had done. She- was dressed very plainly, and her 
race wore an expression of extreme dejection, but 
not tfiat sadness which, is born of an evil conscience. 
She did not notice -any one in the room, and gave 
utterance to no expressions of surprise at being 
suddenly confronted by sach a number of strangers. 
She seemed to be about forty-five years of age. 
From the hurried statement of Mr. Dean, his son, 
and the police officers, it transpired taat Mrs. Dean 
had been laboring under insanity for the past six or 
seven years; that during that period she had. at 
intervals, exceeulngly bad spells, during wlrich 
she gave vent to strange opinions respect- 
ing 
the conduct 
of Mr. 
Isean toward his 
children, whom she seemed to thins he in- 
tended to wrong out of their property, and that 
at a late neried. about four months ago , she threat- 
ened to destroy iierseir with a rusty razor she had 
kept concealed in a drawer in her room. When her 
insanity seemed to be at its height, some three 
months since, the physician who was called in to 
attend to her case warned the family that if ever she 
was visited by a similar attack she would have to be 
sent to the Insane Asylum. For the last three or 
four flays her condition was the cause of considerable 
anxiety, but no apprehension was I'eit tiial she 
would commit any violent ace. She weat out in the 
moram;:. it is said, to visit a station, house— with 
what object conld not be ascertained— and when on 
being asked on her return her business abroad re- 
plied evasively, ana seemed mucU annoyed at being 
questioned. From the time she renioieU from her 
walk until the discovery of the terrible deed 
she had spent the most of her time below stairs. No 
one caa tell what sudden impulse impelled her m 
ero up stairs and sacnuce the aged iaily in the man- 
ner described. 


After being brought to the station house Oilligent 
search was made !'or the axe with which tiie 
mutdurons deed was supposed to Have been accom- 
plishet, j ana It was discovered ultimately in the 
lower part of the house. It bore no marks on the 
blade or heau. The body of the murdered lady, who, 
it should have been stated, was seventy years of age 
and very deciepul, was laid on a bed in the mean- 
time, and an omcer was assigned to watch it until 
the inqueat. which will be held this mornm" takes 
place. 


Mr. George B. Dean, the son of tiie murdered lady, 
was formerly captain of the watch in. the Custom 
House, and for some years past has beea engaged 
in the busiuess of carter for several government 
warehouses. His family is quite respectable and 
much sympathy is e^ressert by their many friends, 
amoiia whom mis terrible event lias caused intense 
excite dient.

A Eovrery Store Entered by Bufglofs— yiie 


Safe Broken Open— Slight ioss. 


The success of the bold robbers of the vault of 


the Ocean Bank seems to have stimulated the lesser 
lights of the burglarious fraternity to renewed ac- 
tivity. At this time it was neither a bank nor a 
broker's safe, but an unpretending wholesale tobacco 
store m the Bowery, where the thieves had reason to 
expect a handsome gain for their trouble, but where, 
fortunately for the owner, they found comparatively 
bat a small amount. The facts are these:— 


Mr. B. Sauert is a wholesale dealer in leaf tobacco, 


at Ko. 329 Bowery, between Second and Third streets. 
During the nignt from Wednesday to Thursday last 
his store jivas burglariously entered, the safe broken 
open, ransacked, 
robbed of its 
contents or 
valuables, and thereupon tne thieves departed 
in security. 
It appears that they "efiected an 
entrance throngn 
the 
cellar 
door on the 
sidewalk, 
in 
front 
of 
tne 
premises. 
Tnis 
was secured with a common padlock on the outside 
and, a heavy crossbeam belo'w. ' The padlock was 
broken off and the great force applied to the cellar 
floor succeeded in loosening the iron bolts of the 
beam, and the door gave way. That this could be 
so successfully accomplished on the public street 
and yet no officer to see and interrupt the thieves, is 
not very creditaMe to the effectiveness of the force! 
On entering the cellars \he thieves ascended by wav 
of the stairs, winch communicated with the store, to 
the apor above. Passing through the store they 
must nave gone to work at once on the safe in the 
rear office, for in the store nothing was disturbed nor 
anything missed. The safe'is one of Hemns's makp 
but over twenty years old, and offering efsresS 
anc« to the improved tools of housebreakers than 
those now constructed. From the ani^nuioeof 
the safe when found by Mr. Snbert on Th 
morning no gunpowder was used, but 
chisels only,

purpose of deadening the sound of the blows it 
seems that the rogues used.towels, tobacco rags tie 
India rubber shoes, and even some old coats oi the 
proprietors, with which to muffle their hammer^ 
and to have It more easy they turned the safe over 
on its side, laying it on a "bed of clothing.''

QUARANTINE. 


A Qvestion oC Commerce—The Board 


Health Ke.I-T;ir>ing Again—The 
Commanity in a Hubbub. 
The-Board or Eeaia and tlie Quarantine Commis- 


sioners - have never been very good McndB^ and, 
judging from present appearances, it would seem 
that they never will be. Lost summer, and the snm- 
mer previous, tlie two commissions were constantly 
quarrelling ovsr questions or responsibility and 
authoiity, and now the old feuds-have already begun 
to show themselves again. There can be no doubt 
abont tne fact that the trouble that periodically 
arises between the two-sanitary departments is due 
more to the loose way in Which the Health and 
Quarantine laws were drawn, up than to any ill 
reeling one entertains lor the other; but the results 
of tne constant misunderstandings are for all that 
just as hurtful to those most concerned la the exist- 
ence or perfect harmony between the commissions 
as though the laws were perrectioa itselt. Tne pre- 
sent tronole was caused by the action ot the Sani- 
tary Superintendent a few days ago. in ordering a 
certain vessel rrom her wharr to the stream, because 
she had arrived from whaS lie considered an in- 
fected port. The resolution passed by the Board or 
Health on Wednesday, on motion or Dr. Crane, 
or Brooklyn, only added to the trouble, besides 
causing a great aeal or indignation in certain 
shipping eircles, and many merchants engaged in the 
Havana trade especially on Thursday called unon 
Dr, Swinburne, the Health Officer, to satisfy them- 
selves as to wither or not the resolution could be 
enforced, it will be remembered that the resolution

Poisoned. 


[From the London Herald, June 27.1 


A terrible domestic tragedy nas just transpired 


•within the limits of the city of London. By tlie

-hands of the police at the Smithfleld Station, 
'informing them that tlieir services would be re- 
-qnii-ed at ten o'clock tnat morning at a certain 
.Tiouse In Hosier lane. Two police officers at once 
went to the spot, and, havinE forced an entrance 
into -the dwelling, found

:lninates dead, consistlns of a man, his wire 
-and six children. All were in bed, the man by him- 
self in a hack room and the woman and the children 
in tlie front room on tuc same floor. A medical man 
Tvas calk-d in and it soon became evident that death 
-in every instance had resulted from the use of 
prussic acia. In each, case death must liave been 
.almost instantaneous, and there Is reason to sup- 
.pose that the mother and children perished some 
liours oefore tlie man. There is no doubt that the 
man Mmseu wrote the letter to the police, and 
that lie was the prime anent in the dreadful 
tragedy, though it Is suggested that the tvile may 
have participated in the crime, either actively or by 
consent. The name of the family Is Dugcln, and the 
man had been for some tune In the employ of a 
manufacturing firm In the same street. jOuggin Is 
said to have been about thirty, and his family 
ranged from babyhood up to twelve or thirteen 
years or age. It Is asserted that lie was seen walk- 
ing out with Ms children late on Sunday evening

jjated ana, lor the most part, irreclaimable savage* 
Either they must disappear or the great American 
nation must be checked in Its growth. There was 
,co other alternative, nor can we anticipate that the 
iSystem now in view vrlll have any other result than 
•to break the lall or mitigate the sufferings of a race 
.doomed to extinction. The Indians will never live 
xjr at least will never thrive, on the "reservations" 
^assigned to them. Such a confinement will clash 
.with tiietrInstinctive propensities, and though the- 
^American government win do an that can be done 
•the result—a result not to be evaded—will be failure 
on merport of the State, and gradual decay on the 
3iart.of.tis pensioners.

nessee. It is estimated tnat nnoer a fair registra- 
tion, of whish there Is now no doubt, 05,000 
votes will be cast in Bast Tennessee on tbe 
day of tae election.
